Former GC popcorn 
wagon still popping

Not too many years ago, an 
oldtime popcorn wagon was a 
familiar sight on Edison 
Avenue, near 19th Street. 
Children and adults would 
stop for a sackful of popcorn 
before going to a movie show, 
and families frequently would 
purchase a box of fresh popped 
corn to take home after a 
shopping trip. ; 

Today, the ancient’ wagon 
no longer is part of the 
downtown Granite City scene. 
But, its former patrons, who 
may have wondered about the 








wagon's fate, can he 
ressured—it is alive and well 
and delighting a new 


generation of youngsters 
The wagon still performs its 
basic —_ function—dispensing 

popcorn—and is proving a 

most popular attraction in 
Wheaton, Ill, a community 
not far from Chicago. 

Ithas a new coat of paint. The 
glass windows sparkle, and 
peppermint-striped awnings 
add color to its overall decor. 

Merchants have many ways 
of promoting their business and 
Richard and William Carlson, 
owners of Carlson Paint and 
Glass stores, decided the wagon 
was just what was needed to 
promote their stores in Elgin, 
Aurora, Joliet, Downers Grove, 
Lombard and Wheaton.* 

The wagon was built in 1895 
by the Cretors Co. of Chicago, 
which today makes corn pop- 
pers. =. 

The Carlson brothers have 
completely restored the vehicle 
and the result has gained them 
six awards for antique 
restoration. 

Richard Carlson said he tried 
to buy the wagon about 27 years 
ago from two brothers in 
Granite City, who had used it to 


work their way through college, 
but the wagon was not for sale. 
The brothers are George and 
John Karoly. 

About four years ago, the 
Carlsons learned the wagon 
could be acquired. 


It had not been used for 
several years and, when 
came to

ite C he found it 
mired in a field of mud. 

He towed the rundown 
vehicle out of the mud, bought 
it and took it to Wheaton to 
start the restoration work. 

With the exception of the 
original type wheels, the 
wagon now is completely 
restored. The new owners 
said the vehicle was stripped 
down to the skeleton frame, 
as one might strip an antique 
car, and then was rebuilt 
from the axles up. 

Carlson said the wagon Is 
used only for promotion and 
charitable events and the 
popcorn and cotton candy are 
always given away 

Response to the wagon’s 
appearance has _ been 
tremendous, he said, whether at 
a senior citizen’s picnic, the 
DuPage County Convalescent 
Home or area antique shows. 

It drew special attention at 
the Fourth of July parade at 
Wheaton, where coupons for 
free popcorn were distributed to 
children along the sidewalk. 

‘The current location of the old 
popcorn wagon was brought to 
the Press-Record’s attention by 
Mrs. Milton Morris of Venice, 
whose son, Paul Morris, now 
resides in Wheaton.

Change in governing 
structure sought for 
secondary treatmen

A major disagreement on the 
membership of the governing 
board for a secondary sewage 
treatment facility to serve 
Madison, Venice, East St. Louis 
and other communities came to 
a face-to-face confrontation 
between mayors- of the com- 
munities involved and other 
officials at a special meeting 
Thursday night in the Madison 
Fire Hall 

The meeting was marked by 
brief heated, debates and 
clashes, with éccasional name 
calling and finger pointing 

The controversial Metro East 
Regional Treatment 
Association (MERTA) plan was 
the subject of the meeting which 
was attended by the mayors of 
12 of the 17 communities in the 
area served by the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, 
excluding the portion of the 
district north of Madison. 
anite City, which is con 
structing ii own secondary 
eatment plant, is not involved 
in the MERTA proposal. 

Secondary treatment is being 

equired by the Federal 
Environmental — Protection 
Agency to reduce pollution of 
the Mississippi River by ef- 
fluent from primary treatment 
plants, 

The federal EPA also is 
requiring that secondary 
sewage treatment plants serve 
regions, rather than individual 
cilies, as a. cost-saving 
sure. It has been estimated

READY TO HELP. CITIZENS of the area with

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became aware of it and 
managed to block its approval 
temporarily |in the Gateway 
board of directors. MERTA has 
been tabled by the Gateway 
body pending further ‘study. 

The original agreement was 
signed by Mayor James E. 
Williams of East St. Louis, 
Mayor Paul Sauget of the 
village of Sauget and Jack 
Scoville, president of the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary 
District Board 

It called for those three to 
form the governing board for 
the secondary ‘sewage treat- 
ment district with -14 other, 
mayors serving only, on an 
advisory body. Each member 
would have veto powers and a 
veto on any one issue would 
send that issue to the advisory 
board where a majority vote 
would be necessary to approve 
the issue. 

Mayors present at Thursday 
night's meeting voted 9-0 


against the plan, each saying he 
wanted to have a vote on fssues 
concerning the secondary 
treatment district. Withers, 
Sasyk and Sauget did not vote 
because they were at the) head 
table. 

Williarns said the interests of 
the communities represented 
only on the advisory board 
would be adequately protected 
by the veto power of the levee 
district. 

Mayor Robert Jackson of 
Cahokia yesponded, “We will 
fight the levee district 
representing Cahokia in 
secondary treatment in) any 
way we can.” | 

Mayor John B. Wyrostek Jr. 
of Fairmont City also, was 
strong in his oppositidn to the 
plan saying, “I can not return to 
my people with a plan in which I 
can not vote to protect) their 
interests.” } 

Levee President Scoville tried 
to reassure the mayors, saying, 
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’ 
“1 promise you, we won't 
proceed (on a vote) until we 
have at least a consensus of you 
yentlemen,” ‘but later William 
B. Stearns, attorney for Scoville 
and the‘ levee district com- 
mented, “Mr. Scoville would 
not vote to veto on one request; 
it would not be expeditious. 

“You will need an agreement 
for any mamber of the three- 
member board to mandatorialy 
veto an issue ifthe majority of 
the advisory board voted to 
veto,” Stearns suggested. 

Mayor Sasyk proposed a plan 
creating a_ seven-member 
governing bdard for the 
secondary treatment district 
with East St.Louis, Sauget and 
the levee distritt having the 
only permanent seats. 

His plan called for a rotation 
of the other four seats with one 
representative of four other 
groups representing his group 
for one or two years.

Perhaps the greatest single 
challenge of the past two 
decades has been what is mow 
known as “The Great Flood of 
1973." The St. Louis District and 
three other districts in the 
Lower Mississippi Valley were 
severely tested in the. Corps’ 
traditional role of flood 
protection. 

The Mississippi River 
reached flood stage on March 10 
and remained in flood for 77 
days. 

On April 28, a record stage 
was set at St. Louis. Flood 
fighting “around the clock” was 
the order of the day 

Although dozens of 
levees constructed by. local 
interest failed, only one 
federally-constructed levee, the 
levee protecting Kaskaskia 
Island, failed. 

Total damages prevented by 
federal levees totaled 
$1,051,000,000. 

The City of St. Louis Flood 
Protection Project alone 
prevented $343 million in 
damages, or four times the cost 
of its construction 

One of the benefits to the St 
Louis District is a new 
generation of ‘ experienced 
floodfighters. The Great Flood 
of 1973 found few on hand 
had retired during the 20 years 
since the last major flood 

On other fronts, the objectives 
and goals of pursuing the wise 
use of our natural resources 
remain the same. But how this 
goal is pursued is changing, 

The trend of reducing federal 
investment is manifested in the 
national fiscal policy which 
establishes limits on federal 
funding 

The funds available for water 
resource management have 
been set. The Corps has about 
thesame number of dollars th 
year as last. The uses, however 
are much different 

For example, the National 
Water Commission report and 
other, indicators fairly well 
establish a policy of greater 
state involvement im programs 
that traditionally were totally

HERE’S HOW 

Removing, 

cigarette | 
burns 


Q. burned a mark in an ex- 
pensive coffee table with a 
cigarette. Is there some way 
to remove the mark without a 
costly refinishing method? 
The wood is solid walnut. — 
Ed T.W. 


A. There are several ways 
to repair the damage without 
a complete refinishing job. If 
the mark is very small you 
can rub it down with No. 40 
steel wool, the finest grade, 
and sewing machine oil, Cigar 
or cigaret ashes or rotten 
stone often will” remove 
scorch or water spots on a 
varnish or lacquer finish. 
Such a blemish on hardwood 
such as walnut should not 
have much charring. The 
remedy is to scrape the char 
off very carefully with a sharp 
knife or instrument. After 
this, drop some lacquer sol- 
vent on the area around the 
burned mark, if the present 
finish is. lacquer. After the 
lacquer softens, it can be 
floated into the scar until an 
even surface is obtained. If 
the finish is shellac, alcohol is 
used instead of lacquer sol- 
vent, or in case of varnish use 
paint thinner. A shellac-stick 
is useful in repairing deeper 
mars. This is applied with a 
soldering iron and as it melts 
it can be dropped into the 
scar. After the area is re 
paired, apply wax. There also 
are wax sticks which come in 
colors to match‘ différent 
wood finishes and are used to

fill nail holes or cracks in pan- 
eling. This could be used if the 
damage is deep. 


@. How do you prevent the 
rust in a bathtub just under 
the faucet where little by little 
the-water is seeping through? 
How do you'take the rust off? 
— C.H.C. ~ 

A. The rust probably comes 
from the rust in the plumbing 
leading to the bathtub. With- 
ut replacing these pipes, you 
should stop the drip by install- 
ing a new washer in the fau- 
cet, or the trouble may be due 
to the faucet seat being rough 
and in need of smoothing. The 
latter can be remedied with a 
faucet seat dresser available 
at plumbing supply dealers. 
There are several good rust 
removers on the market, 
available in housewares de- 
partments and paint stores, 
which will remove rust from 
procelain as well as other sur- 
faces. For a home remedy, 
dissolve one part sodium ci- 
trate with six parts of com- 
mercial glycerin, add some 
water and mix with sufficient 
whiting powder to make a 
paste. Spread this paste over 
the rust spots in a thick coat- 
ing, let dry, then scrub and 
rinse off. Rust can be re- 
moved by saturating a cloth 
with peroxide. Then sprinkle 
a liberal quantity of cream of 
tartar on it, together with 
scratchless scouring powder. 
When the powder becomes a 
paste, rub well over the stains 


and allow to remain for about . 


one-half hour, then rinse with 
clear water. 


@. I have bought an old 
place with a heavy shake roof 
and now I am wondering what 
kind of care it will need. The 
roof seems to be in good shape 
but very dry, There are nails 
loose afl over the roof. We find 
no evidence of any leaks in- 
side the house, as yet. Some 
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friends say it should be oiled. 
Others say do not do anything 
to the,roof. What advice can 
you give us? — M.G. 


A. An application of pene

Robert L. Gallegly. Board of 
Trustees staff treasurer for 
Southern Illinois University, 
will retire Feb. 28, he has an 
nounced. 

Gallegly, 59-year-old native of 
Tuscola who grew up in 
Goreville, will have completed 
nearly 27 years of service at SIU, 
when he leaves. He said he 
expects to return occasionally 
for special consulting assign- 
ments with the SIU board staff. 

He has been involved in the 
University’s © financial affairs 
since he was an undergraduate 
at the old Carbondale “‘Nor- 
mal,” when he was a”student 
worker in the office of veteran 
business manager Edward V. 
(Eddie) Miles. 

Gallegly got his bachelor’s 
degree at SIU in 1939, taught 
awhile at Marion High School, 
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worked as an auditor at the 
Sherwin-Williams Corp. in 
Ordill, served in the Army 
during World War II, then came 
‘back to the University in 1946 as 
chief accountant. 

He became Miles’ chief 
assistant in 1949, then took over 
the job of business manager in 
1957, when Miles retired. He 
was named SIU-C treasurer in 
1965—a job that covered both 
the Carbondale and Edward- 
sville campuses—and assumed 
the board of trustees staff 
position when it was created in 
1970. 

For the past 16 years, 
Gallegly also has been 
treasurer of the SIU Foun-

Added protection for 
animals in pet shops 


Little doggie in the window; 
take notice: you've got a friend 

‘A new state law, dubbed the 
Animal Welfare Act, makes it 
mandatory for all pet establish- 
ments to obtain a license from 
the Department of Agriculture. 
This includes pet shops, ken- 
nels, catteries, pounds and 
animal shelters as defined in 
the law. + 

Previously, under the 1965- 
enacted Pet Shop Act, only 
those shops selling or offering 
for adoption dogs and cats not 
raised by the shop needed to 
obtain a license. The new law 
adds fish, birds, reptiles and 
other animals. 

“The old law did a great job,” 
says Dr. David Bromwell of the 
Department’s division of meat, 
poultry and livestock in- 
spection. “But this new one, 
actually an expansion of the old 
law, should work even better.”” 

The division will be in charge 
of issuing licenses and making 
inspections. At present, 650 
dealerships are licensed under 
the Pet Shop Act 

“Just making an estimate, I 
would say 4,000 or more licenses 
will: be issued under the new

Economic solutions are said 
to include ending of controls 


As 1974 begins, problems 
beset the economy but many 
solutions are within the grasp of 
government if it follows 
enlightened policies, the Press- 
Record was told today by the 
head of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St? Louis. 

President Darryl R. Francis 
urged ending of wage-price 
controls and “less expansive 
monetary and fiscal actions” by 
the U. S. 

“Total production’ in the 
economy in 1974 will likely 
expand at a slower rate than in 
1973, but the rate of price in- 
crease will probably not be 
reduced, Aggregate demand 
continues to expand rapidly,” 
Francis noted. 

“However, the combined 
effects of intensive resource 
utilization and various 
government controls are 
limiting expansion. of output. 
Thus, the increases in demand 
are putting progressively 
greater pressure on prices to 
rise. 

“Rapid expansion of demand 
for goods and services over the 
past three years has led to an 
intensive rate of’ resource 
utilization,” Francis told thé 
Press-Record. 

“A number of major in- 
s—ineluding _ steel, 
um, petroleum and 

lumber—are operating in 

exeess of 96 per cent of 
capacity, a very high rate by 
historical standards. 

“The unemployment rate 
declined to 4.7 per cent in 
November compared with 5.2 
per cent a year ago. 

“The rate of growth of total 
production of goods and ser 
vices has slowed considerably 
since last year 

“Real product increased at 
about a 3 per cent rate in the 
second and third quarters of 
18 only half the rate of the 
two previous years. 

“Total spending in the 
economy has increased at a 10 
per cent rate over the second 
and third quarters of 1973, 
however, about the same rate 
as that of the prior two years. 

“Thus, the slowing in real 
product cannot be attributed to 
weakening of demand pressures 
but rather to supply factors. 

“Little slack remained for 
expansion of total production, 
but in addition government 
controls were no doubt major 
factors in the slower growth of 
output in the recent quarters. 

“Environmental restrictions 
have caused some firms to 
curtail production—or even 
close plants—rather than make

the additional capital in- 
vestments necessary to meet 
increasingly stringent pollution 
control requirements,” the 
Federal Reserve Bank official 
asserted. 

“Such restrictions require 
extra labor and capital 
resources which are diverted 
from the production process. 
Hence, the supply of total goods 
and services increases less 
rapidly than in the absence of 
these restrictions. 

“Wage and price controls 
tend to reduce productive 
capacity growth through 
misallocation of resources, 
causing bottlenecks —_ in 
production operations,”” 
Francis said. 

“Restraints on prices have 
reduced the incentive for ex- 
panding productive capacity. 

“For example, during the 
period of the freeze on meat 
prices last summer, some 
farmers found’ no incentive to 
supply meat products to the 
market at the controlled price 
and liquidated some breeding 
animals, , thereby reducing 
future output. 

“At least as disturbing as 
these investment reductions are 
other distortions and 
misallocations caused by 
controls. 

“The recent episode with the 
fertilizer industry is a case in 
point 

“Until quite recently, the 
domestic price ceiling for 
fertilizer was well below the 
export price. Fertilizer 
manufacturers thus found it 
profitable to curtail domestic 
sales and export their product. 
“The result was that the 
domestic demand for fertilizer 
exceeded the supply at the 
controlled price; or, in terms 
which have become popular, the 
result was a fertilizer ‘shortage’ 
which will reduce farm output 
next spring. 

“Similar ‘shortages’ occurred 
in building materials, metal 
products and other goods. 
causing excessive delays and 
waste in virtually every case. 

Jo shortages or bot- 
tlenecks would occur \if the 
prices were allowed fo equate 
the quantity supplied with the 
quantities of the goods 
demanded,” he said. 

“Market-determined prices 
insure the flow of resources to 
their highest reward. Thus, 
there would be a continued 
supply of any good, albeit at 
higher prices of some com- 
modities, rather than little or 
no supply at all at ‘low 
prices.” 

“Prices in some industries 
are being \de-controlled at 
present as a result of the ob- 
vious difficulties created by the 
regulations. 

“But there is the strong 
possibility that—despite 
everything the American public 
has learned about controls— 
they may be instituted in an 
attempt to solve the energy 
problem. 

“Rather than letting the price 
rise to allocate the available 
petroleum most efficiently and 
to provide incentive for 
producers to make the 
necessary investment for in- 
creased production, many of- 
ficials are talking of rationing 
and tax incrgases. 

“Proponents of controls 
argue from the moral stand- 
point that controls are 
necessary for the protection 
of lower income groups. 

‘‘Such proponents, 
however, fail to explain how 
such controls can enhance the 
supply of energy. 

“The controls work against 
long-run increases in 
production, and might very 
well result in a perpetual 
restriction of energy supply 
and generate further 
rationing schemes.”

“Progress toward reducing 
inflation is likely to be slow, if 
any progress is made at all. 

“Aggregate demand has been 
excessive for some time. 

“And in conjunction with the 
constraints on productive, 
capacity resulting from 
governmental controls, demand 
will place strong upward 
pressure on prices. 

“In addition, inflationary 
expectations built up over the 
past. several years will be dif- 
ficult to change. 

“In conclusion, our inflation 
problem and accompanying 
shortages have resulted from 
ill-advised public policy actions. 

“Inflation developed as 
aggregate demand bolstered by 
expansionary»monetary and 
fisca] policies exceeded the 
productive eapacity of the 
economy. 

“Shortages resulted from the 
price and wage controls. 

“The solution to the inflation 
and shortage problems lies in a 
reversal of those government 
actions which caused them; 
namely, jess . expansive 
monetary and fiscal actions, 
and abandonment of price and 
wage controls.”

Farmers fared 
welklast year

Farmers are completing their 
1973 farm business records, 
preparing for income tax filing 
and other tax reports, making 
management decisions ~ in 
regard to their 1974 farm 
prodyetion plans, and ordering 
the many supplies they know 
they will need for next season’s 
crop production. 

Income-wise, most farmers 
fared well in 1973. 

Crop yields were slightly 
below average. But higher 
grain and livestock prices more 
than made up the difference for 
lower yields. 

There likely will be a shortage 
of supplies, such as fuel, fer- 
tilizer, machinery and parts, 
and certain chemicals in 1974. 

There will be no set-aside 
acres nor conserving base acres 
in the 1974 government farm 
program. 

High demand for farm 
products is expected to continue 
during 1974. 

Farmers’ will glean in- 
formation from news media and 
will attend meetings to get some 
of the facts they need to put 
together for their farm business 
plans. 

Dairymen who are not now 
enrolled in a formal records 
program are invited at this time 
to join the weigh-a-day-a-month 
program. This low-cost 
program provides a cumulative 
milk production record of each 
cow and of the herd. Details are 
available at the . county 
Extension office. 

Beef producers are invited to 
the annual area beef seminar 
Jan. 15 from 10. a.m. to3 p.m. at 
the Stockyards arena. 

Seminar topics include 
grading of beef animals, 
feeding, buildings and equip- 
ment, and livestock health. 

The seminar-is a cooperative 
effort between the Extension 
Service, the National 
Stockyards, and one of the local 
packing companies which will 
be furnishing some of the 
animals for the live animal 


grading. Information on some 
of the new pollution laws also 
will be presented.

Elimination of unnecessary 
road tests for experienced truck 
drivers with good records will 
save'lime and money for the 
Illinois transportation industry, 
Michael J, Howlett, Secretary 
of State, predicted Friday. 

‘With gasoline running short, 
with lower speed limits and with 
driving time of truck drivers 
limited by aw, the’ trucking 
industry will be looking for new 
ways to provide service at lower 

Howlett said 
ur office has just 

established a new policy, 
eliminating the ‘random road 
test on renewal for experienced 
drivers. The old policy had 
operated for four years 

“We are also culting out the 
road test for drivers who move 
into Mlinois with valid licenses 
from other states 


‘Our experience has found no 
evidence that the unnecessary 
testing has reduced traffic 
accidents or traffic fatalities. At 
least 150,000 tests a year were 
unnecessary. 


“Fewer than five per cent /of 
the drivers in Illinois are truck 
drivers. But the same random 
road test on license renewal 
applied to them as to passenger 
car operators 

‘For every driver = 


passenger car or truck driver — 
who is required to take a road 
test, there is unnecessary waste 
of gasoline and that most 
precious commodity of all — 
time, — 

“Eliminating unnecessary 
road tests will save thousands of 
days of work by examiners in 
our office, paid by the tax- 
payers. 

“But that. saving is small 
compared fo the time:saved for 
all the thousands of drivers who 
had to take the road test. That 
time was a cost to somebody, 
whether the driver himself or 
his employer.” 

Howlett said road tests still 
will be required for new drivers, 
drivers who have had their 
licenses revoked, drivers of 
questionable competence, 
drivers seeking to upgrade their 
license and drivers who have let 
their licenses lapse for more 
than a year. 

Illinois statutes also.require 
re-examination every three 
years of drivers 69 years or 
older who apply for renewal of 
their driver license. 

“We will continue to test 
drivers who should be required 
to prove they can drive-safely,” 
said Howlett. ‘We will not 
bother those who already have 
proved it.” 


Snowmobile, motorboat 
decals issued by state 


Despite some, inital delays in 
delivery, decals showing that 
Illinois snowmobiles b been 
properly registered have been 
delivered and the Conservation 
Department has sent them out 
on all pending applications 

Illinois currently has 23,143 
valid snowmobile registrations 
in effect. 

Ken Gruenewald of the 
Special Services Section of the 
departm reports the 

istrations are good, for two 
years and cost $6. Expiration 
date is Sept. 30. 

Gruenewald said the ‘degals 
are color-coded and are to be 
attached to the vehicle near the 
permanent registration number 
assigned when the snowmobile 
is first registered 

The decals enable en- 

Brorcement personnel to tell at a 
glance whether the vehicle is 
showing \current proof - of 
registration. 

Operating a »wmobile 
without proper registration 
under the state's new code of 
corrections, ‘carries a fine of up 
to $500 

The Chicago office of the 
Conservation Department has 
been receiving numerous 
complaints from snowmobile 
owners that they are unable to 
use their vehicles because they 
have yet to receive the decals 
for which they applied some 
time ago 


Gruenewald said any owner 
who applied before the decals 
had been delivered by the 
manufacturer should have been 
senta certificate he could use in 
lieu of the decal to prove 
registration had been applied 
for 

Anyone who has applied 
sufficiently long ago to have 
received his decals, but has still 
not gotten them, should assume 
they have apparently been lost 
in transit, he said, and notify the 
department 


Duplicates will be sent to 
people shown on the master list 
to have sent in their : ap- 
plications, properly filled out, 
and the $6 fee. : 

Meanwhile, on another 
recreational front, an official in 
the » Department's ac 
section said di 
motorboats which were 
some time ago still have 
been received.

Economic growth also 
may ‘run out of gas' 


As a result. of the energy 
crisis, the current economic 
expansion is expected to run out 
of gas in 1974. 

That's the projection of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company's senior _ vice- 
president and economist, Dr. 
Charles Moeller. 

He believes that any gain in 
gross national product will be 
due to inflation, and that real 
GNP for the full year of 1974 
could be slightly negative 

This outlook—based on the 
expectation of a continuing oil 
boycott—represents a down- 
ward revision from a 
$1,385,000,000,000 GNP toa total 
of $1,360,000,000,000 and a drop 
from a 2 per cent rate of real 
growth forecast just prior to the 
deterioration of the Middle East 
situation. 

His report notes that about 
two-fifths of energy con 
sumption is accounted for by 
industry. 

He points out that significant 
energy cutbacks would affect 
output, jobs and income 

CONSUMER SPENDING— 
After three consecutive years of 
strong growth, consumer 
spending is expected to slow its 
pace in 1974. . 

In 1973, expenditures by 
consumers for all goods and 
services advanced about 10'2 
per cent. But the outlook for 
1974 is for a gain of only 6 per 
cent. ~ 7 

Following strong expansion in 
1973, dyrables may show no 
increase in 1974. Norfdurables. 
chalked up a 12 per cent in 
crease, but a rise nearer 642 per 
cent is expected in 1974 

Consumer outlays for ser 
vices are expected to grow by 
7'2 per cent, compared with 9 
per cent in 1973 

INCOMES—Personal income 
crossed the trillion dollar mark 
in 1973, recording a gain of 10 
per cent for the year 

The rate of income growth 
will be somewhat slower in 1974, 
with a 7!z per cent gain 

rrying this key indicator over 
$1,110,000,000,000. 

BUSINESS INVESTMENT. 
Business fixed investment in 
new plant and equipment was 
exceptionally strong in 1973, up 
more than 15 per cent. A slower

Corporate profits before taxes 
jumped 28 per cent in 1973, with 
a substantial part of the in- 
crease due to inventory profits.

RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUC- 
TION—After two years of ex- 
ceptional growth, housing starts

The slowdown in residential 
construction already under way 
is expected to continue in 1974, 
making this sector one of the

Outlays for the full year 1974 
are likely to decline 6 per cent to 
less than $56 billion, with 
private housing starts dipping 
to about 1.7 million units. 

GOVERNMENT SECTOR— 
This year, for the first time 
since 1968, purchases of goods 
and services by all levels of 
government are expected to 
rise faster than total GNP—10 
per cent vs. about 5' per cent. 

‘These purchases will account 
for 22 per cent of GNP—slightly 
below the post-World War IT 
high set in 1968. 


While neither higher income 
tax rates nor tax reform are 
presently anticipated for 1974 
Social Security taxes are 
scheduled to rise again as the 
arnings base upon which the 
tax is levied rises from $10,800. 


“Such expansions of the 
government pension program, 
says Dr. Moeller, ‘‘point up the 
very pressing need to maintain 
a reasonable balance between 
public and private efforts, and 
to continue the cost-accountable 
method of financing the. public 
pension system." 


INFLATION PROBLEM— 
Price pressures in 1973, 
resulting from a tremendous 
demand for. American goods 
and services both at home and 
abroad, created a complex 
problem. 

Of immediate significance is 
the high price that will have to 
be paid for energy to foreign 
sources of oil and for alter- 
native sources of fuel. 

These increases will per- 
meate all areas of the economy 
and, under such conditions, say 
the economists, the elimination 
of price controls probably would 
be desirable—if the economy is 
to avoid even more serious 
distortions and dislocations 
resulting from attempts to hold 
prices at unrealistic levels 

LABOR MARKET 
OUTLOOK—The ‘U.S. labor 
force next year will probably 
average 92 million worker's. 

The unemployed proportion of 
the civilian work force may 
reach 6 per cent, a considerable 
rise from 1973, as fuel-related 
problems interfere with in- 
dustrial output and business 
activity ee 

The one favorable aspect of 
the oil shortage is that it oc: 
curred when the United States 
is only moderately dependent 
upon foreign energy sources, 
rather than several years from 
now, when dependence on 
foreign oil sources is expected 
to be substantially greater 

Hopefully, says Metropolitan 
Life's business economics 
department, it has focused the 
attention of the nation on these 
future developments -and ac- 
celerated the reaction time for 
attacking this problem. 

Solutions may include more 
efficient utilization of domestic 
energy resources and 
“development of the new 
sources and technology that are 
essential if the United States is 
to remain a viable economy 
with an improving standard of 
living.” 


Keep bird feeder filled 


While shoveling out from the 
record snowfall that much of

In times of deep snow. birds 
need help in obtaining their food 
supply. They have only small 
amounts of fat stored in their 
hedies and must eat more 
during cold weather to maintain 
body heat

Lockhart added that the 
feeder should be placed where 
cats and squirrels can't molest 
the feeding flyers. 

With the deep snows, game 
birds such as quail, pheasant 
and partridge are in danger of 
starvation. Many sportgmen's 
clubs throughout — Tinos 
distribute sacks of feed to 
known habitat on a_ regular 
schedule as long as the deep

The proclamation by Gov 
Dan Walker permits banks and 
other private and public in- 
stitutions to close in observance 
of the holiday or remain open 
© Gov. Walker said: 

“In proclaiming Martin 
Luther King Day, I recognize 
that banks serving the needs of 
our major money centers, and 
in several instances with far- 
flung national and international 
activities, will find it 
necessary to remain open. 

“However, they have given 
me assurances that appropriate 
provision will be made for bank 
employes who wish to observe 
the day in mem@ry of Dr. 
King.” 

Walker earlier included 
Martin Luther King Day as a 
holiday for state employes. 

It is also a-commemorative 
holiday, which means that in 
schools remaining open that 
day, teachers and students 
devote part of the day to study 
and honor the life of Dr. King. 

‘A new law passed in the 1973 
session established Jan. 15 as a 
“holiday to be observed 
throughout the state and to be 
known as the birthday of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr”

Harold Katz 
today cites citizens’ desire for gover- 
nment to intervene and try to 
remedy an increasing number and 
range of problems facing individuals 
and groups.

An overall conclusion might be 
that, while the state would like to be 
“all things to all people,’’ it is 
talking itself into a lot of 
questionable new programs in- 
volving unnecessarily large staffs 
and excessively well-paid 
executives.

governor this year unquestionably is 
startling; he may have pledged to 
weed out many “‘middle 
management”’ personnel, but he 
seems to have more than made up 
for this with new uppet level of- 
ficials.

Aside from the basic issue of 
how much the Illinois government 
should |spend, Treasurer Dixon 
made a few side comments that bear 
repeating because of their “tell it 
like it is’ approach: 

“Most things that a lot of people 
are screaming about are absolutely 
necessary-at one given point in time 
or another. But it really isn’t as im- 
portant as we think it is—and I don’t 
mean this in a callous way. 

“In every session I was involved 
in over|a 20-year span, something 
always captivated the imagination 
of reporters and newspaper editors. 

“The truth of the matter is that 
in every one of those rare instances 
when the legislature ‘failed and 
didn’t respond’ (to such an issue), 
government got along just fine. 

“Everybody got along just fine 
Nothing happened that was horren- 
dous at all. 

“I’m persuaded that_short of 
national emergencies—war and 
pestilence and things of that 
sort—most of the crises are colorful 
exaggerations of fact.”’ 

While Mr. Dixon may be guilty 
of a bit of exaggeration himself, his 
views on real and imagined crises 
provide insight into how the state 
tends to react to them by 
shouldering a constantly heavier 
and costlier burden of services and 
objectives. 


Proposed exposition authority, performing arts center still ‘alive, well’ 


One of-the most intriguing 
proposals involving Madison County 
is the plan for a convention and per- 
forming arts center, to be erected in 
cooperation with the state govern- 
ment. * 

Rather than utilizing tax funds, 
the eventually self-supporting 
project would rely on the same race 
track proceeds used to replace Mc- 
Cormick Place in Chicago after fire 
destroyed the original structure. 

In addition to aiding the No. 1 
and No. 2 concentrations of 
population ~in Illinois, such a 
program could be extended in turn 


to the third, fourth, fifth and other 
metropolitan areas. 

State Senator Sam M. 
Vadalabene of this district 
originated the proposal in the early 
1970s and is continuing the effort to 
obtain |approval. His 1974 status 
report on the plan is as follows: 


“Last year, we almost com- 
pleted the process of establishing the 
exposition authority, which would 
help us get our fair share of con- 
vention, meeting and _ tourist 
business. This year, we may be able 
to go all the way with this project.” 


Top state court to decide 


Pollution Board's authority

In the more than three 
years of its existence, the Pol- 
jution Control Board, the en- 
forcement arm of the state 
environment agency, has 
fined hundreds of polluters. 

The Ilinois Supreme Court 
is now deciding if this power 
to fine is constitutional, and 
about 40 cases on appeal all 
over the state are hanging on 
that decision. 

If the court rules that the 
state agency cannot levy 
fines, the Pollution Control 
Board will become ‘‘a tooth- 
less tiger,” in the words of 
Thomas J. Immell, chief of 
the attorney general's envi- 
ronmental division. 

‘The case brought before the 
high court Nov. 28 involved 
the city of Waukegan, which 
was fined $1,000 for dumping 
trash at a landfill site without 
an EPA permit late in 1971. 

Murray Conzelman, attor- 
ney for the city, argued that 
the “discretionary” fining 
power of the Board violates 
the separation of powers prin- 
ciple. 

“If we give this power to the 
Pollution Control Board,-what 
is to stop giving judicial pow- 
er to other agencies?” he 
asked in his oral argument 
before the Supreme Court. 
Delegating broad discretion- 
ary power weakens the 
courts, he said. 


“As the judiciary loses pow- 
er, so do the people,” he 
added. 


‘Immel, who represented the 
Board, claimed that other 
state commissions have pow- 
er to punish. ‘“They don’t have 

.the power to fine, but state 
agencies, like the Liquor Con- 
trol Commission, can revoke 


, and put someone out 
fpenees eels realy no 
to. distinguish the ef- 


west 


fects.” 

Four appeals courts in the 
state have ruled on the right 
of the Board to issue fines, but 
their decisions have not 
cleared the issue. Two, the 1st 
and 3rd District Courts, ruled 
in favor of the Board's power 
and the 2nd and the 5th Dis- 
tricts said the opposite. 

In February, the 3rd Dis- 
trict appeals court at Ottawa 
upheld a $1,000 fine against 
C.M. Ford, a private landfill 
operator from Kankakee. The 
unanimous decision in that 
case stated that ‘“quasi-judi- 
cial functions may be ¢on- 
ferred upon and exercised by 
an administrative agency” in 
order to expedite administra- 
tion. 

‘The Second District Appel- 
late Court ruled in May in fa- 
vor of Waukegan and threw 
out the fine. The majority de- 
cision in that case stated that 
“the imposition of a discre- 
tionary fine is a distinctly ju- 
dicial act and one that cannot 
be exercised by an adminis- 
trative body.” 

The Pollution Control 
Board, said the two judges, 
can hold hearings and ‘‘make 
factual determinations,” but 
not determine how much a 
fine should be. 

‘The dissenting opinion hit 
the issue troubling environ- 
mentalists when it empha- 
Sized that when dealing with 
complex regulations dealing 
with public health and safety, 
broader discretionary power 
is needed. 

“Without the flexible penal- 
ty power, effective adminis- 
tration of the Environmental 
Protection Act might become 
difficult if not impossible,” 
the judge wrote. 

Immel agreed with this 
opinion. ‘‘Without the power 


to fine, the only thing the Pol- 
lution Control Board has ‘eft 
is to say, ‘you're a bad guy, 
you violated the Act.’”” 

‘The environmental agency 
would still retain its authority 
to issue ‘cease and desist’ or- 
ders, or to rule that pollution- 
control equipment must be in- 
stalled, but dependence on the 
courts for enforcement means 
“time-consuming”? and 
“cumbersome” procedures. 

The difference might be 
that prosecutors will not even 
bother filing before the Pollu- 
tion Control Board.

Cost rise linked to changed public

Editor's Note: Five years 
ago, Ilinois lawmakers de- 
cided to meet annually -in- 
stead of every two years. The 
new practice, it was hoped, 
would enable the members to 
better cope with the ever-in- 
creasing problems of our 
growing society.

McCambridge improvements proposed 


To the Editor 

(Following is the text of a 
letter drafted by the late 
Barney Fraundorf of Madison 
in June 1973 a few days before 
his sudden death. ‘“‘Its 
suggestions are based on long 
years of experience in this 
community, and I think that it is 
worth printing,” a son of Mr. 
Fraundorf said in relaying the 
letter to the Press-Record last 
week.) 

In this letter, I would like to 
bring up for discussion two 
possible improvements in 
traffic control in the Nameoki- 
Venice Township area, at least 
one of which is a very old issue 
that is, probably becoming 
overdue. 

1. The elbow formed by the 
path of Route 203 at the in- 
tersection of Edwardsville 
Road and McCambridge 
Avenue on the edge of Madison, 
seen as a channel for through 
traffic, cuts off a portion of 
Madison, sometimes referred to 
as East Madison, from the rest 
of the city. 

Because of the difficulty of 
left turns at many places, and 


the illegality ofa left turn at the 
intersection of McCambridge 
and Edwardsville Road, this 
elbow_also in a manner of 
speaking cuts off the main part 
of Madison from northbound 
traffic on Route 203. 

All in all, it is difficult 
throughout the vicinity of the 
elbow to turn onto, to turn off of, 
and to cross Rt. 203. 


There is now one stoplight on 
McCambridge, several blocks 
south from the elbow, that 
permits regulated crossings 
and right turns. 

This light does little to 
stagger the traffic for 
pedestrians in the vicinity of the 
elbow, or for turners or cross- 
traffic. at the main East 
Madison artery: Rhodes Street. 


Becduse of the steadily in- 
creasing flow of traffic through 
the years, the time has come to 
revive the old proposal to get 
state, county and Madison city 
legislative support for a four- 
way stop with a red blinker light 
at the intersection of Edward- 
sville Road and McCambridge 
Avenue. 


This would be possible even if 
a regular stop-and-go light is too 
expensive. 

2. The one light on McCam- 
bridge Avenue permits access 
for Rte. 203 traffic to the 
Madison central business 
district via a route through 
residential Madison. 


Not only is this undesirable, 
but this route has become the 
natural one for through traffic, 
including that from Interstate 
20 to the McKinley Bridge. As a 
result, residential portions of 
Madison are at times swamped 
by through traffic. 

In addition, heavy com- 
mercial traffic from 1-70 to the 
McKinley Bridge, not able to go 
throwgh ‘Madison residential 
areas, ends up going up Rt. 203 
to 20th Street in Granite City, 
and then back down Madison 
Avenue. 

In light of these facts, 
eventual plans for a direct path 
for heavy and through traffic 
from the McCambridge viaduct 
to the Madison Avenue viaduct 
should be put open to con- 
sideration.

Federal revenue sharing to 
states, counties, municipalities 
and townships is now a year old, 
and the American public ap- 
proves the program.

The only 
qualification is a desire for in- 
formation concerning the ‘sec- 
retary of state’s responsibili- 
ties. 

And the response has been 
overwhelming. 

During the first 48 hours of 
operation over 400 calls were 
logged-according to Marty 
McLaughlin, director of com- 
munications. From the period 
of Nov. 1-13, the 31,000 mark 
was attained with an average 
of 250 calls coming per day.

Welfare medical bills will 
be more closely watched . 


SPRINGFIELD — Closer 
attention is now being paid to 
bills for medical services to 
welfare patients in Illinois, by 
a special unit in the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid. 


Payments for such services 
take up more than 40 per cent 
of the department's billion~ 
dollar-plus budget, In the 
budget for fiscal "74, for in- 
stance, $581,237,400 was ap- 
propriated to cover payments 
to doctors, dentists, optome- 
trists, nursing homes, phar- 
macists and the like. The fed- 
eral government provides 
matching funds on a 50-50 ba- 
sis to pay the bills 


Robert Wessel, deputy di- 
rector of the department’; 
Bureau of Medical. Service: 
heads up the six-man investi- 
gating unit, which began 
functioning on Nov. 1 

Barbara Wright, in the de- 


partment's Public Informa- 
tion Office, said the investi- 
gating unit includes no doc- 
tors: When a_ preliminary 
»study indicates fraudulent 
harges, she said, an investi- 
‘gation of the specific cases 
will be made and evidence 
then turned over either to a 
peer group" or to legal au- 
thorities, depending on the 
circumstances. 


The department handles 1.6 
million bills for health-related 
services for welfare recipi- 
ents each month. 


Ms. Wright stressed that the 
unit not set up specifical- 
ly wo hunt cheaters, though it 
will undoubtedly uncover 
some such cases. instead, she 
said, it was inaugurated to 
monitor ‘al utilization 
of medical assistance serv- 
ices", and will survey bills 
submitted by dentists, optom-

“The question can’t be one 
of overcharges,"" Ms. Wright 
added, “since fees for differ- 
ent services are all set at flat 
rates, Instead, they will be 
checking to see if the patient 
did get the services- charged 
for, and that treatment was 
administered in accord with 
department rules and regula- 
tions 

“With the number of ,cases 
we handle monthly,” she said, 
“we deal with almost every 
doctor in the state within a 
year, Most of them are ‘honest 
in dealing with us, but it's in 
evitable they'll uncover some 
cases of cheating.” 

A survey of payments indi- 
cated 10! doctors, a’! .n the” 
Chicago area, each receives 
more than $100,000 anaually 
from the department for 
treating welfare patients. 
These doctors generally are in 
clinics or other groups work- 
ing entirely with welfare 
cases, she said, and have no

Control (CDC), show that 2% 
million people. contract 
gonorrhea each year and 80,000 
get syphillis. 

Figures are estimated 
because many - private 
physicians fail to report cases. 
‘The actual statistics show a 
relentless rise each year, 
particularly in gonorrhea. 

Venereal disease is a subject 
many families shun as a topic of 
conversation. They regard it as 
more of a social stigma than a 
health problem. 

But a health problem. it is, 
posing a particular threat to 
young people, women and 
babies. Venereal diseases can 
lead to heart disease, blind- 

crippling, insanity, 
ity. and infants born 
blind or deformed. 

Authorities are trying to bring 
ah understanding of VD to 
public attention 

Their primary aim is to reach 
teenagers and young adults to 
get them to visit a physician or 
clinic to be tested if they are 
sexually active—because VD 
can be cured; to ‘teach them 
how to prevent the spread of 
VD—because there are ways. 

They want them to know the 
importance to their lives and 
others of preventing, finding 
and treating VD before it does 
damage. 

Authorities believe that 
everybody—not just young 
people but older persons, too— 
should get used to thinking 
about VD primarily as a 
physical destroyer rather than 
a sodial stigma 

Should this occur, then 
perhaps there will be less 
reluctance on the part of the 
young to visit the clinics and 
doctdrs—and less reluctance on 
the part of doctors to report 
cases so contacts can be located 
and treated, if necessary, to 
stop the chain of infection 

“The mobility of our society 
has complicated things a lot,” 
one physician s “Tam not 
convinced that people are 
more promiscuous now than 
hefare, but they are more

mobile.”’ $ 

Syphillis can be controlled 
because there is enough time 
between the point when a 
person is exposed to the disease 
and when he or she becomes 
capable of passing it to someone 
else. 

It takes 10 to 90 days for 
syphilis to become infectious 
and if a person is treated during 
that. period, the disease 
wouldn’t be transmitted to 
someone else, authorities say. 

Complete information con 
cerning the stages of gonorrhea 
and syphilis is available at both 
local clinics. 

Extensive research is under 
way, looking toward develop- 
ment of vaceines which will 
prevent both gonorrhea and 
syphilis. 

An effective vaccine, 
however, appears to be some 
years in the future. 

There are some encouraging 
developments, ,it was learned. 
In 1972, for example, a new 
antibiotic, Trobicin ‘spec- 
tinomycin) was marketed by 
The Upjohn Company, a leading 
pharmaceutical firm, \ex- 
clusiv for treatment of 
gonorrhea 

One injection of Trobicin 
produced cures in about 96 per 
cent of the patients treated in 
clinical trials, some of whom 
had not responded to other 
antibiotics 

Until a vaccine is discovered, 
the epidemic is continuing to 
spread. 

VD ignores social or 
économie or geographic lines. It 
is found in affluent suburbs, in 
ghetto areas, in small towns, in 
large cities and in the rural 
areas 

Anyone with the slightest 
suspicion that he or she may 
have been exposed to gonorrhea 
or syphilis should see a 
physician or ge to a clinic at 
once for diagnostic tests, it is 
emphasized 

The slight embarrassment 
this may involve is a small price 
for future health and
